STATELER. Gen. Agt., 
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The Medical Treatment of Cutaneous Epitheliomata. 
(Cancer.) 


FRANK D. WALSH, M. D., San Francisco 


The medical treatment of epithelio- 
mata is an extremely interesting study, 
but it is not, by the majority of the 
profession, accorded the credit it de- 
serves. Perhaps the free use of caus- 
tics by charlatans has had something 
to do with this. 

In this paper I will endeavor to 
show that the proper use of certain 
caustics, does, in the great majority of 
cases, offer better chances of success 
than the knife, permanent removal is 
more frequent, and the resulting defor- 
mity less. To use caustics successful- 
ly the physician must have a clear 
knowledge as to the existing patholog- 
ical condition, and the anatomical rela- 
tions of the part affected. Many cases 
that do not come under observation 
until it is too late for any operative 
treatment to be of much advantage, 
can be permanently cured by the judi- 
cious application of caustics. Epithe- 
lioma in its early stages does Not aL- 
WAYS receive proper treatment from 
the general practitioner, 


No caustic should be employed that 
does not directly or indirectly, rapidly 
and effectually destroy the diseased 
tissue. Caustics act, by chemically 
combining with the tissues and des- 
troying them. Around the part thus 
killed inflammation is set up, and the 
part is separated asa slough. Proba- 
bly every (?) drug in the materia med: 
ica has at one time or another been 
brought forward as a surR= curE for 
cancer, but only a few are entitled to 
a place on the list, as particularly use- 
fulagents. Of the drugs now in use, 
caustic potash, ethylate of sodium, 
chloride of zinc, and arsenious acid, 
are the most valuable, as they act 
quickly, penetrate the tissues for a 
considerable depth, and cause rapid 
necrosis. Among agents of supposed 
value in the early stages of a growth, 
but which are slower in action and des- 
troy less tissue, are: Sulphuric acid, 


nitric acid, acid nitrate of mercury, ni- 
trate of silver, and carbolic acid. 
The advantages or disadvantages of 
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different caustics,can best be ascertain- 
ed by the study of their action in a 
hypothetical case. 

Suppose we have an epithelioma o¢ 
the skin to treat, which is 5 mm in di- 
ameter, by means of microscopial ex- 
aminations which have been made in 
other cases, we know that there is 
quite an infiltration of epithelial cells, 
extending from 5 to 10 mm into the 
surrounding tissue. At 20 mm from 
the tumor the tissue can be considered 
healthy. Now if this growth is remov- 
ed by the knife, the operator will sel- 
dom remove tissue beyond a distance 
of 10 mm from the macroscopical diseas- 
ed area. The wound is treated anti- 
septically and it heals, only to have the 
cancerrecur in the scar—in the major- 
ity of cases two to eighteen months 
after removal. If the surgeon has re- 
moved all of the diseased tissue the 
cure will be permanent, but unfortu- 
nately it is a fact that recurrence is 
the usual outcome. The poor result 
is due to the fact that in nearly all 
cases there are scattered here and 
there throughout the adjacent normal 
tisgue, invading groups of epithelial 
cells, which are neither removed by 
the knife nor destroyed by the after- 
treatment. 

If after removing an epithelioma, 
and as much surrounding tissue as 
possible with the knife, a- solution of 
caustic potash or chloride of zinc be 
applied to the wound, the resulting 
inflammation is usually severe enough 
to destroy any remaining groups of 
epithelial cells. 

Before taking up the subject of caus- 
tics, I would mention the fact that 


pathological tissue succumbs much 
more readily than normal tissue to in- 
flammatory action. Of course the de- 
gree of inflammation will depend on 
the amount of resistance offered by 
the tissues, the whole process being 
controlled by the condition of the 
nutrition which depends upon the ex- 
tent of the infiltration of the epithelial 
cells. There is always considerable 
circulatory disturbance present in 
cases where the epithelial cells have 
penetrated the connective tissue. 
Taking one of the weak caustics, a 
pencil of nitrate of silver for instance, 
we will proceed to treat a malignant 
new growth and study the result. At 
the end of one treatment a portion of 
the tumor has been destroyed, some 
slight inflammation will follow the ap- 
plication of the caustic but it disap-— 
pears in a few days. ‘Then the necros- 
ed portion is thrown off, and the sur- 
rounding part is in the state known as 
the condition of reaction after injury. 
The blood supply and nutrition of the 
part is increased, the lymph channels 
enlarge, and everything is found to be 
in a firstclass condition for a still more 
rapid infiltration of epithelial cells than 
when treatment wascommenced. The 
above statement will apply to all the 
mild caustics, and it is safe to say that 


their use will leave the patient in a 


worse condition at tho end of the treat- 
ment than he was in at the beginning. 
It is quite probable that not a day 
passes but that some physician is thus 
aggravating cancer of the cervix uteri 
by the application of nitrate of silver. 
Of the stronger agents which give 
the best results in the treatment of cy- 
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taneous epitheliomata are caustic pot- 
ash, chloride of zinc, and arsenious 
acid. 

Personally, I have never applied 
caustic potash to an epithelioma, but 
in other hands it has given splendid 
results. In certain regions (away 
from the eye, also from the nose, or im- 
portant blood vessels) it has proven a 
valuable agent. 

Caustic potash produces a rapid 
sloughing and breaking down of tissue, 
in a few minutes a large amount of 
tissue can be destroyed by its use. 
The action of this agent extends much 
further than the part directly necros- 
ed, and its use is followed by intense 
inflammation in the surrounding parts. 
If caustic potash be applied to a 
growth the tumor is soon destroyed, 
and the inflammatory process, in most 
cases produces a slough, which in- 
cludes the parts infiltrated by epithe- 
lial cells. The tissues surrounding the 
slough are much inflamed, and it de- 
pends upon the intensity of this inflam- 
matory process as to whether the out- 
lying groups of epithelial cells are de- 
stroyed or not. It appears as if caus- 
tic potash and also the two following 
caustics form in the tissues a tox-albu- 
min which is destructive to the cancer 
cells. . The main objection to caustic 
potash is that it destroys normal al- 
most as easily as it does pathological 
tissue, therefore it is not to be used 
where it is important to prevent undue 
destruction. Its action is attended 
with considerable pain, which can be 
somewhat relieved by injections of 
cocaine. 

Chloride of zinc is the most irratant 


of the zinc salts, it can be used in solu- 
tion, paste, or stick form. This is 
probably the most manageable caustic 
of any we possess on account of the 
aseptic character of the slough, the 
slight liability to hemorrhage or to 
constitutional poisoning. It does not 
destroy tissue as rapidly as caustic 
potash, and is even more painful. 
Maisoneuve used it in the form of 
arrows, in the treatment of mammary 
carcinoma, which were thrust into in- 
cisions made in suitable positions 
around the base of the tumor. The 
use of these arrows enable one to des- 
troy deeply seated masses of morbid 
tissue with considerable certainty. 
This agent destroys tissue equal in 
thickness to three or four times that of 
the amount applied. The arrows can 
be used with great benefit in epithe- 
lioma of the roof of the mouth, and in 
cancers of the nodular form which at-_ 
tack the lip. When the growth is sit- 
uated near the inner or outer canthus 
of the eye, the stick form (made with 
oxide of zinc and flour thoroughly dri- 
ed) can be used effectively, and with 
safety. A paste or solution in this re- 
gion is liable to cause much inflamma- 
tion of the eye whichis not readily 
controlled by the surgeon. A 50 per 
cent solution of chloride of zinc can be 
injected into any portion of a tumor if 
it be found necessary. It is a good 


plan to add cocaine to the solution. 

A paste compounded by Bougard, a 
Bressel’s surgeon, is one of the most 
certain and effective means we possess 
in the treatment of cutaneous epithelio- 
ma, and also in mammary cancer. 
formula is as follows : 


The 
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BR Farine tritici (wheat flour) 


Amyli aa 1 
Acid. argenios. pulv. gr. vill 
Hydrag. sulphid. rubri dil 
Ammon. muriat. 
Hydrag. chlor. corros. gr. iv 
Zinci chlorid. (cryst) 51

The first six substances should be 
separately ground to a fine powder 
and then mixed in a glass mortar. The 
chloride of zine is dissolved in the 
boiling water and this solution slowly 
added to the powder; then let the 
paste stand for 24 hours and it is ready 
for use. The paste is spread thickly 
on a piece of muslin or lint and applied 
to the part for twentyfour hours. If 
the application has been successful all 
of the macroscopical morbid tissue will 
appear completely necrosed and the 
surrounding tissue inflamed as after 
the use of caustic potash. The part 
is then treated with simple ointment, 
to which I usually add boracic acid 
and acetanilid. The necrosed area 
sloughs off in about a week, though it 
may be longer separating. 

By the slower forming inflammation 
from the zinc paste, the degree of re- 


action can be better regulated than 


with potash. The infiltration of epithel- 
ial cells will be destroyed for a consid- 
erable distance beyond the area com- 
pletely necrosed, without injuring be- 
yond restitution the original tissue 
of the part. If the first appli- 
cation be not successful, a second one 
should be made within a few days. 


‘This paste can be used in all forms 


and all stages of epithelioma, but the 
zinc pencil, before mentioned, is prefer- 
able in some regions. There is no 


doubt among those who have treated 
many cases, that the use of Bongard’s 
paste is a decided advance over remov- 
al by the knife, with a few exceptions 
as regards certain situations. 

The formula 1ecommended by Crock- 
erin Pagets disease, may also be used 
with good effect, and is as follows: 


RK Zinci chloridi Ziv 
Liq. opii sedativ. 3 1v 
Amyli 3 1v 
Aque 31 


This paste is used in the same man- 
ner as the preceding one. 

In arsenious acid, used as “ Mars- 
den’s paste,” we have an agent that 
gives better results, than any remedy 
yet employed, Marsden’s paste consists 
of equal parts, by weight, of arsenious 
acid and powdered acacia, rubbed 
well together; and enough water add- 
ed to make a paste about the consis- 
tence of butter. Fresh paste should 
be made each time it is used. It is 
spread one quarter of an inch thick on 
muslin and firmly applied to the part. 
Marsden advises that it be not applied 
at one time to a larger area than one ~ 
square inch, but it can be applied toa 
little larger area without injurious ef- 
fects. It is NoT AS SUITABLE AN APPLI- 


caTION a8 Chloride of zinc, in CANCER OF 


THE LIP OF MUCOUS MEMBRANES On account 
of the danger of poisoning by absorp- 
tion. 

Poisoning by absorption, can only 
occur when certain well known precau- 
tions are disregarded. Absorption 
can be effectually prevented if suffi- 
cient arsenic be employed to excite ac- 
tive inflammation; for inflamed tissue 
loses more or less completely the power 
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of absorption. Produce actIvE iNFLAM- 
MATION, and the patient is safe, but if 
through fear of poisoning, too little 
arsenic be used, it will be the most 
efficacious way of doing what it is de- 
sired to avoid. 

When applying Marsden’s paste, it 
is a good plan when possible, to cover 
a surface extending 5 or 6 mm beyond 
the margin of the tumor. The paste is 
left on fourteen to twentyfour hours, 
as a rule sixteen hours is sufficient for 
its proper action. Within twenty 
hours there is no danger of the acid 
destroying the surrounding normal 
skin. The amount of pain is to some 
extent a guide as to the intensity of its 
action. If the nain be not great, and 
the part only slightly swollen,the paste 
may be left on twenty hours. If the 
tumor be on the cheek, nose, or around 
the eye, considerable inflammatory 
cedema will appear. I have seen the 
eyes closed for four or five days and it 
is well to inform the patient that this 
will probably occur—and thus save 
his friends the trouble of worrying 
about his eyes. 

The fact that arsenious acid paste 
can be applied to normal skin, and 
that it does not produce destructive 
results, shows that it possesses a so- 
called selective action. If the action 
of arsenic be selective in character, 
that is, that the caustic has a prefer- 
ance for pathological epithelium it is 
easily understood how the paste would 
destroy the outlying groups of epitheli- 
al cells, while at the same time normal 
tissue would be scarcely injured by 
the inflammatory process. The diifer- 
ence in effect between chloride of zinc 
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and arsenious acid, shows, I think, that 
the lutter does possess a selective ac- 
tion. It takes chloride of zinc twenty- 
four hours to accomplish what arsen- 
ious acid will do in sixteen hours. The 
former also destroys a great deal of 
healthy tissue along with the patholog- 
ical area, while Marsden’s paste will 
progressively destroy pathological tis- 
sue to whatever distance the invasion 
extends, in addition is non-injurious to 
the normal parts. 

If after an application of Marsden’s 
paste the macroscopial morbid tissue 
is completely necrosed, and active in- 
flammation present in the surrounding 
parts, it should be treated with simple 
ointment and closely watched, but if it 
does not present the above character, 
the paste should be applied again or 
until the desired result is obtained. 
The arsenious acid paste is to be used 
where it is desirable to save as much 
tissue as possible. If the paste be ap- 
plied just below the eye, the lachry- 
mal secretion may interfere with its ac- 
tion, in which case it will need to be 
reapplied. 

Pyrogallic acid is an agent which 
gives good results when the growth is 
very superficial, and of limited extent. 
Ir IS ALSO SELECTIVE IN ITS ACTION, and 
destruys the pathological tissues and 
cells by exciting suppuration. It has 
also the advantage of being painless. 
Pyrogallic acid should be used as an 
ointment, varying from 25 to 50 per 
cent.in strength. This ointment should 


be kept constantly applied and chang- 


ed each day for a period of six or seven 
days. 1 have, in cases where the epi- 
thelioma has broken down, packed the 
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ulcer with the straight acid, without 
toxic effects, but it is not a procedure 
to be recommended. The resulting ul- 
cer is treated as in the other cases. 

Salicylic acid acts well in some cases 
but it can not be depended on. Itis 
excellent as an application in cancer of 
the cervix uteri, being used as a pow- 
der, or a solution (25 per cent in alco- 
hol) may be used hypodermically, and 
it is followed by very satisfactory re- 
sults in some cases. The hypodermic 
injection is very painful, but as a rule 
the pain does not continue over twenty 
to thirty minutes. In deep seated epi- 
theliomas of the nodular variety, sali- 
cylic acid is very useful, for it is an 
excellent dissolvent of the epidermis 
and lays bare the morbid cells. 

If the parts around the necrosed 
area remain tender, after the applica- 
tion of any caustic, it will do no harm 
(and sometimes but little good) to 
paint them with equal parts of tinc. of 
belladonna and tine. of opium, but it 
is best to let the inflammation proceed 
without interfering with it in any way. 
When the growth is situated near the 
eye,that organ must be closely watched 
during the period the caustic is acting, 
and throughout the resulting inflam- 
mation. If pain sets in and becomes 
severe a solution of cocaine (4 per cent) 
and atropine (4 to 1 per cent) should 
be instilled into the eye several times 
a day, or asoften as necessary. | | 

If considerable tissue has been lost, 
heal the sore slowly, so as to have 
plenty of granulation tissue formed, in 
order that the resulting deformity 
may be as slight as possible. A little 
exuberant granulation tissue formation, 


with its subsequent normal contraction, 
is considered to give the best results. 

A word in regard to poultices: I 
never use them to hasten the separa- — 
tion of the slough. They cause an 
afflux of blood to the part, dilate the 
vessels, and the tissues, softened by 
the combined influence of heat and 
moisture, permit the easy diffusion of 
the fluids; just the condition which 
should be avoided. | 

The physician to use caustic potash, 
chloride of zine, or arsenious acid suc- 
cessfully, must remember that several 
things are necessary. He must have 
a knowledge of the form of the tumor, 
and the manner of its extension 
(growth), and that prompt and com- 
plete removal or destruction of the 
diseased tissue is the only treatment. 
Some cases demand considerable ex- 
perience for their successful treatment 
if important orgaps, or even the 
patient’s life is to be saved. On 
account of the severe pain resulting 
from the use of the caustics, many 


physicians do not apply them thor- 
oughly and therefore record many 
failures. 

With the caustics mentioned in this 
paper, and the use of the knife in 
favorable situations, a favorable prog- 
nosis can be given in all cases of 
cutaneous cancer seen _ reasonably 
early, and in many cases of mammary 
cancer. With these means at our dis- 
posal cancers are not always to be re- 
garded as incurable or only subject to 
temporary alleviation. | 

There are many interesting questions 
as to the pathology and treatment of 
cancer, which might have been consid- 
ered in detail, but in a necessarily 
brief paper, a few leading points only 
can be mentioned. 
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Echafolta.

It is now some ten years since 
echinacea augustifolia has been intro- 
duced to the medical profession, and 
in that time it has been thoroughly 
tried. On reading the first published 
accounts and feeling sure that it was a 
remarkable drug, and possessed of 
grand therapeutic properties, as there 
was none on the coast, I sent to 
Lloyd Bros., who expressed me out 
quite a supply. This was soon dis- 
tributed far and near, and reports in 
praise of its successful use in grave 
cases soon began to come in, till at the 
present time it is used largely from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, principally 
by Eclectic and Homeopathic physi- 
cians, and it is perfectly safe to say, 
that wherever a good quality of the 
drug was used with care and discrim- 
ination it has given a good account of 
itself. 

My first experience with it was in 
cases of syphilitic sore throat as a 
gargle, using the remedy freely. Its 
results were very satisfactory, seeming 
to have a general effect through 
absorption, as well as a local through 
contact. It was also used as a lotion 
in ulceration of the lower extremities 
with the greatest satisfaction. For a 
time I was not satisfied with its internal 
action, using it in typhoid fever I did 
not get good results as an intestinal 


disinfectant, and it did not seem so 


well borne as the sulpho carbolate of 
zinc; this may have been owing to 


imperfect preparations, the drug not 


having been studied thoroughly at 
that time. But that wizard of the 
Pharmaceutical Laboratory, Prof. J. U. 
Lloyd, “the -man - who - did - it,” has 
changed all that. 

Sometime ago, I received a small 
vial from Prof. Lloyd containing a 
sample of what he has named “echa- 
folta.” It is a scientific preparation 
of echinacea angustifolia. I remember 
years ago when first I tested in prac- 
tice ‘‘leontin,” another of Lloyd’s crea- 
tions, I named it, ‘blue cohvush with 
the dirt taken out.” And so when 
echafolta was put in my hands, I found 
it of a beautiful light amber color, 
clear, no objectionable odor; that it 
would mix with water, glycerine or 
syrup without making a disgusting 
looking mixture, and that witbal the 
taste was not bad, I said at once this 
is “echinacea with the dirt taken 
out.” 

Doubtless the old adage is true that 
those of us whose lives are rrolonged, 
will eat a peck of dirt before we die— 
but a wise man well said we have no 
need to eat it all at one time. I con- 
tend that the pharmacist who can 
eliminate dirt and useless matter from 
our drugs, is 2 man worthy of distinc- 


tion; especially if in eliminating the 
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dirt, he does not decrease or interfere 
with the therapeutic value of the 
drug. 

If you ask me to name the marked 
medical properties of the drug,I would 
say first, that in depraved conditions 
of the body with exalted temperature, 
it is,as Prof. Webster said a good 
while ago, a sedative; if you will place 
afew drops of echafolta on the tongue, 
you will speedily be conscious of a 
peculiar thrilling and pricking sensa- 
tion affecting the tongue, which will at 
once remind you of specific aconite, 
besides this its antiseptic properties 
are well vouched for. And speaking 
in the language of the fathers we 
might call it a corrective, correcting 
abnormal conditions of the fluids, and 
both, directly and indirectly, relieving 
and correcting such wrongs as ulcera- 


tion, phagedena, sloughing and other 
similar conditions, which have maybe 
a local origin, but have also for their 
perpetuation and foundation,a systemic 
wrong. 

1t is useJess for me to point out to 
the average physician of our own 
school, the diseases in which echinacea 
can be used, they have proved the rem- 
edy in many a contest and have learn- 
ed to rely upon it, to all these I would 
simply say, and to every wideawake 
physician of every school, echafolta 
will do everything for your patients 
that echinacea will do, and it will do it 
more pleasantly, and satisfactorily. 
From my own experience and from 
that of my fellows in the practice of 
medicine, who are using it, I would 
say, try ECHAFOLTA and it will not dis- 
appoint you. 


Feruncles—‘‘Biles’’. 


G. P. BISSELL, M. D., Woods, Oregon. 


Forty or more years ago I staggered 
on the knowledge that lime water 
would correct the disposition to forma- 
tion of boils, and ever since have re- 
garded it as a specific for those trouble- 
some sores, but of late have found out 
that something else is sometimes 
needed. 

The country where I am is near the 
sea; the mineralogy is sand rock; hence 
the water is very soft and pure. 

Being near tlie sea, most of the men 
make a business of fishing in the deep 
sea, and in fresh water in season of 


the fishes’ run. Handling the fish, as 


they do, their hands get wounds from 
the spines and teeth, when the slime 
from the skin, entering the wounds, 
leaves a poison there which appears 
on different parts of the body, in 
abscesses, very much like feruncles. 

I have been here five months, and 
know men who were suffering from 
those sores when I came, and are 
not yet rid of them. But I think they 
do very little to eliminate the poison. 
However, three men have applied to 
me. No. 1 had a sore hand last 
October. I cut it open, and used 
Kchinacea, There being no other in- 
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dication, I used nothing else. 

He was free from boils until about a 
week ago, when he showed me another 
on his hand. I again employed the 
same remedies. Without again having 
handled fish, he had of late been sleep- 
ing in bed with another man who has 
been troubled all winter with feruncles 
from fish poison, and I inferred that he 
had taken the poison from No. 2. 

No. 2 is the man he has slept with. 
He applied to me about a month ago. 
I prescribed lime water, and salts and 
cream of tartar, mixed. in small doses. 
He has been getting better under this 
treatment, but not so promptly as I 
wished, so I lately added Echinacea to 


counteract the poison which I judge 
has got into his system. I do not 
know how it is acting, for I have not 
seen him since. 

The water in this region lacks lime. 
A while ago, a young man showed me 
his forearm, of which both bones were 
broken a year and a half ago. The 
radius had firmly united but there had 
formed a false joint in the ulna. Was 
it because of lime in the system, which 
want came from lack of lime in the 
water? At any rate, if I shall be called 
upon to attend a broken bone I shall 
take a hint from this case and pre- 


scribe lime water while the bone is 
healing. 


Hypnotism and Surgery.

On Feb. 11th, I was called by Prof. 
Miller, to operate on Mrs. C , who 
had come to the city from a neighbor- 
ing county to be treated. She had a 
bad laceration of both perinaeum and 
cervix For some reason, which I do 
not know, she did not waut to take an 
anaesthetic, but wished to be hypno- 


tized, if possible. Dr. Miller asked > 


Dr. Chas. Clark, a graduate of Bennett 
Medical College, and late resident 
physician of Cook County Hospital, 
who is making a study of the hypnotic 
influence, to call upon the lady and 
see if she were a hypnotic subject. 
After a few trials, or seances, the 
doctor found that he could get her 
under perfect control; and on the date 


above mentioned, Prof. Miller, Dr. 
Clark and myself, repaired to the 
lady’s abode, prepared to operate. 
There were also present Dr. Lewis, 
who is a sister of the patient, a young 
Dr. Atkins, of Texas, and Dr. John 
Townsend, a Homeopathic physician 
of San Francisco. 

Dr. Clark placed his thumb upon 
the lady’s forehead and told her that 
she was going to sleep; and in a few 
minutes he told her that she was 
sound asleep, and could not hear, see 
or feel, and to go and get on the 
table; which she did with her eyes 
shut. I then began the operation and 
removed a large segment of the cer- 
yix; put in the sutures in the usual 
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manner, and the operation was done. 
The patient was, during the whole 
operation, conversing with Dr. Clark 
on different topics; but was oblivious 
to all else in the room, not knowing 
that there was any one else present, 
and did not evince the slightest 
evidence of pain. When the operation 
was finished, Dr. Clark told her to get 
off the table and go to her bed. This 
she did with her eyes shut; and after 
lying down, remained in the hypnotic 
sleep. The doctor then went to the 
furthest part of the room from the 
bed, and said to me: “Now I am going 
to make her count, and when she 
counts twelve, she will wake up.” 
After profound silence for about a 
minute, with the doctor standing in 
the attitude of intense mental concen- 
tration, she began to count one, two, 
three, slowly but distinctly; and when 
she said twelve, she awoke with a 
start, and did not know that she had 
been on the table or that she had been 
touched. 

On Feb. 23d, we again went to her 
home to remove the sutures from the 
cervix and to repair the perinaeum. 
She was soon placed under the hypnotic 
influence, and again went and took 
her place on the table. After removing 
the stitches from the cervix, I pro- 
ceeded to do the _ perinzorrhaphy; 
which I did by dissecting up a good 
space between the vagina and rectum, 
an operation that will make a patient 
squirm under chloroform, when they 
are perfectly insensible to ordinary 
incisions, but she did not even twitch 
a muscle. I used both buried and 
superficial sutures, and when the work 


was done, Dr. Clark said to her, “Now 
you are becoming rigid.” She im- 
mediately straightened herself with 


her arms by her side and was as rigid 


as if frozen. She was then picked up 
and placed on the bed. 

During the last operation, I observed 
what, to me, was a strange phenomenon 
in hypnotism; being that she seemed 
possessed of two mentalities. After 
having gone into the hypnotic sleep, 
she asked the doctor to let her wake 
up, that she had forgotten something. 
He woke her, and she said, “I forgot 
to take away the cotton before I went 
to sleep.” From this it would seem 
that she retained her normal mentality 
in that she knew that the cotton was 
there, and that she had forgotten to 
take it away; but that she could 
neither remove it nor tell about it 
unless relieved of the bypnotic influ- 
ence. It would also seem that a hyp- 
notized person, or she at least, knows 
that she is hypnotized, otherwise she 
would not have asked to be allowed to 
awake, so she could tell what she had 


‘forgotten before going into her hyp- 


notic sleep. 

While I do not believe that hypno- 
tism will ever entirely take the place 
of other anesthetics, I do believe that 
it will bear about the same relations 
to ether and chloroform that the tele- 
phone does to telegraphy.

The practice of medicine as taught 
by Eclectics, that is, Eclectic practice 
without local isms, is beneficial to man- 
kind and if carefully and intelligently 
studied is capable of relieving many 
ills that are now cured by killing the 
patient. The pace of the average 
doctor, on the race course of surgery 
is appalling, and speaking in all seri- 
ousness, a halt should be called. To 
such a reckless extent is the knife used 
by the would-be-surgeon, that a once 
honorable profession is fast falling 
into disrepute. Even the Christian 
Scientists are snatching from under 
the knife case after case, and are cur- 
ing them with a liberal diet and a 
more liberal use of prayer, which by 
the way is far more preferable, than 
death at the hands of so-called licensed 
doctors of medicine, who possess little 
else than a fine set of instruments and 
an over stock of confidence not backed 
by brains. 

The surgical fads of the day are 
illustrated best by failures and the 
dead who need not speak to tell their 
end: Even ridicule is heaped upon 
the profession for as the story goes: 
“A travelling man talking to bis friend, 
the druggist, told him that he had 
escaped many dangers, but now if 
away from home it was necessary for 
him to carry an “appendicitis certifi- 
cate.” He said that if he should be 
taken sick at the hotel, the clerk would 


call the ‘‘most fashionable” and ‘‘best” 
doctor of the town, who would suggest 
at once an operation for the ‘fashion- 
able” disease, appendicitis. Once when 
taken siek at Oshkosh, he had the 
bellyache, and before he had realized 
what had bappened, he had been oper- 
ated upon for the eradication of the 
vermiform appendix, and for fear that 
something might happen again he 
compelled the doctor to write outa 
certificate as follows: 
“Oshkosh, 1—1—’96 
To all physicians ;— 
Greeting: This certifies that Mr. 


Travellingmann has been operated 
upon for appendicitis with removal of 


appendix vermiformis. Don’t cut him 


open again. 
Signed, Dr. C. U. T. Emquick.” 

So the story goes, and it would be 
well for the laity tou provide themselves 
with a like certificate in porous- 
plaster form and paste it over the 
appendix. But if those who under- 
stand Eclectic practice will exercise 
their knowledge of therapeutics they 
may avert the danger toa very great 
extent. 

To show you that the claim made is 
not without foundation the following 
cases are presented: 

Mrs. V——, age 35 years, had been 
treated for several days until finally a 
counsel of medical men told her that 


the disease had developed into appen- 
dicitis, and that an operation would 
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| 7 alone save her life. She consented to 

be operated upon but failing to raise 
more than three hundred and fifty 
dollars of the five hundred asked for 
the operation, she concluded to take 
the advice of a friend, and see if she 
could get relief for less money, or be 
saved by medicine. The writer being 
called in, found that the counsel, 


During the night previous to day set 
for operation, she became wild with 
pain, and the husband called upon the 
attending physician to give her the 
accustomed nypodermic injection of 
morphine. The doctor refused to get 
up out of his bed to comply with the 
request, which angered the man and 
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Allopaths, had, as far as symptoms 
went, very fair grounds upon which to 
base their diagnosis. Knowing full 
well that indicated remedies had not 
been used, and in fact nothing been 
given except calomel, morphine and 
blue mass; she was given baptisia and 
echinacea every two hours while awake, 
and turpentine stupes to abdomen, 
right side. Though the pain was 
great no opiate was given. Relief was 
prompt and in six days patient was 
dismissed. 

In this case there were other sym- 
ptoms that would have led an Eclectic 
physician to have confidence in medi- 
cation; but as it is not my purpose ‘to 
go into detailso much as to give re- 
sults of practice, briefness is desired. 
Nevertheless, the patient and doctors 
all live here and names may be pub- 
lished if required. 

Mrs. W , age about 20 years,had 
been kept under influence of morphine 
for days awaiting developments. At- 
tending physician called in counsel 
and the husband, patient and relatives 
were solemnly informed that an opera- 
tion for appendicitis would alone save 
life, and even.the knife offered only 
one chance in a hundred as the case 
was so critical. By accident the 
writer was called to see Mrs. W 


in search of another physician my door 
bell was pulled. Hearing his and his 
wife’s woes he was told to go home 
and apply hot application to the appen- 
dicitis (?) and at seven o’clock, a. m., 
after dismissing former attendant 
come to me again. He did as advised, 
saying that thirty minutes after first 


_ application his wife went to sleep and 


awoke at 6a.m. Upon my examina- 
tion of Mrs. W , bowels were found 
constipated, patient suffering from a 


dose of morphine, pulse good, com- 


plexion good, temperature normal and 
the home of the appendix vermiformis, 
‘in order.” Notasign of the “fash- 
ionable”’ appendicitis. There was some 
pain. She was given arsenicum 6x 
and three visits made. In six daysshe 
was up and around. 

The morning Mr. W—— told the 
operating doctor that he might con- 
sider himself let out of the case, this 
Allopathic friend of mine informed 
him that Hasbrouck wag not consid- 
ered a doctor by his society, remarking 
that he, Hasbrouck, was not of his 
kind. Mr. W says that he now 
thanks heaven for the “kind” and its 
difference. | 

Mr. K——., age 38, a painter by 
occupation was taken ill while painting 
the new addition to St. Mark’s Hos- 
pital, this city, an institution controlled

by Allopaths, or as ‘they now dub 
themselves, Regulars. Its printed staff 
of doctors and surgeons is larger than 
the historical staff in the hands of the 
shepherds in biblical illustrations. 

Mr. K’s illness was 
noticed by various ones at the hospital 
and he was promptly told that he had 
the same “fashionable” appendicitis, 


and unless operated upon at once by 
the aforesaid elongated staff, he would 
be gathered unto the fathers, LEvi- 
dently he objected for he called his 
family physician, the writer. Here, 
too, the doctors had fair symptoms to 
uphold their diagnosis and prognosis. 
But again the indications called for 


In January last, I was called to see 
Mrs. R——, aged fifty years, and found 
a malignant case of erysipelas. All 
the right side of the face was involved, 
including the ear. She had been un- 
der home treatment several days for 
‘‘orippe.” So also was a young girl, 
in the same room. She had to remain 
there for want of a more suitable place 
in the house. A rain storm was upon 
us that made matters worse. The 
next day after I first called, the girl 
had diphtheria covering the left tonsil, 
but showed no signs of malignancy, 
and yielded in a few days to treatment 
which consisted of spec. echinacea 3}, 
phytolacca gtts 15, aconite gtt 5 to 
half a glass of water, a teaspoontul of 
which was given every hour in day 
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baptisia and echinacea. Inside of ten 
days Mr. K—— was ready for work, 
and because he recovered without an 
operation, he was very politely told by 
some one at his work, that Hasbrouck 
was a quack. 

Eclectic practice and its results are 
good. I do not want it understood 
that I think it can do away with the 
surgeons skill, for whenever necessity 
calls for the surgedn’s knife, I shall 
and do use it; but the physician and 
surgeon, who has been a close student 
of Eclectic practice,can get results that 
our friends the Allopaths never can 
and never will until they learn.

chilliness began to come periodically 
of an evening. For this and sup- 
pression of urine I gave quinine in 
capsules, into which I dropped 4 or 5 
drops of spear mint oil. The results 
were favorable. The treatment began 
Jan. 25th and continued till Feb. 8th, 
when I saw her last, and she is now in 
her usual health. She was exceedingly 
“nervous” end despondent,and insisted 
on this being her time to die. For 
wakefulness I used tinct. passiflora of 
my own make. Tinc. of iron was used 
after the sulp. acid was dropped. 

I report these cases, not so much to

show how to treat them as to verify a 
theory that I have held ever since 1864, 
that the diseases are identical in origin. 
Only a few days since an esteemed 
friend Dr. Allen—a ‘regular’—told 
me the bacillus hunters have found 
the same identical bacillus in both 
diseases. But whether as the cause or 
the effect of the disease it matters not 
tome. For I treat according to indi- 
cations, and no two cases will call for 
exactly the same remedies. Specific 
medicines are the ones I rely upon, 
and have for many years.

Razsies.—Plenty of testimony to con- 
tradict the assertion from high places 
that no such disease as rabies exists, is 
coming to hand from practical ob- 
servers. Though I have never seen a 
case of rabies [ am not prepared to 
contradict the testimony of those who 
have had every reasonable cause to 
trace it to the bite of a rabid dog. 
The most prolific writers are frequently 
those who have had the least practical 
experience. Doubtless there are many 
cases of imaginary rabies, as there are 
of other cases of imaginary disease. 

IN THE New-Bory.—Dr. 
Abrams (Medival Record) states that in 
his belief rheumatism is not an unfre- 
quent affection of new-born children, a 
belief which I have expressed upon 
many an occasion. Rheumatism is al- 


most as common among children as 
among adults, and I have diagnosed 
it in many a suckling, therapeutically, 


to my own satisfaction, as anti-rheu- 


matics have quieted restlessness and 
apparent suffering among such infants 
when nothing else would. Redness 
and swelling of the joints are also 
frequently present. Dr. Abrams de- 
scribes three cases of the kind in his 
article. In each case the mother had 
been affected with rheumatism shortly 
prior to the period of confinement. In 
these cases there were swelling of the 
joints, and pain and tenderness on 
motion, though the most serious con- 
dition in all was cardiac complication. 
in rhamnus californica, cimicifuga and 
bryonia, with aconite and rhus as adju- 
vants, we can usually manage these 
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cases successfully. Calcium fluoride 
3x is not to be forgotten when endo- 
carditis arises. 

New ContTrivaNce For Env-'T0-END An- 
asTomosis.—J. Frank, M. D., (Medicine) 
has recently devised a new method for 
anastomosing bisected ends of the 
intestinal canal. Bone collars are em- 
ployed, these being made from the 
firm bone of horses’ feet, and 
decalcified in dilute hydrochloric acid. 
The buttons are of modified cone- 
shape, and are used in pairs, the 
buttons being perforated lengthwise 
with an opening sufficiently large to 
admit of the passage of a section of 
rubber tubing five-eighths of an inch 
in diameter. When two buttons are 
coapted at their bases they measure 
from smaller end to end, seven-eighths 
of an inch, and a section of pure 
rubber tubing (elastic in quality) is 
passed through and each extremity 
stitched to the corresponding portion 
of button with silk thread, through 
minute perforation in the button pro- 
vided for that purpose. When fastened 
the tubing is put upon the stretch and 
a space afforded between the bases of 
the buttons into which the divided 
extremities of intestine are introduced, 
a running suture of fine silk assisting 
in holding the two sections in apposi- 
tion. The tube affords an opening 
through which intestinal gases and 
thin fecal material finds passage. The 
processes of union are completed, the 
bone is dissolved, and the tube is dis- 
charged per via naturales. Experiments 
on dogs have proven this a very suc- 
cessful method of intestinal anasto- 
mosis, more than thirty successful 


cases, with only two mortalities having 
been accomplished by the author. 

A New Gorter Sprciric.—The Homeo- 
pathic Recorder of recent date contains 
laudatory references to fucus vesicu- 
losis as a specific for goiter, both 
exophthalmic and uncomplicated. A 
tincture of the fresh plant is to be 
used, that from the weed washed 
ashore, of doubtful age, not being re- 
liable. The plant should be freshly 
gathered while growing on the rocks, 


and tinctured at once. Thirty drops 


should be administered at a dose, and 
repeated thrice daily for several 
months. 

IopipE oF Porasstum a SPECIFIC FOR 
Actinomycosis.—This drug, which was 
reported as a positive remedy for 
actinomycosis by an English physician 
some time ago, has sustained its repu- 
tation in other hands. A recent Ger- 
man surgical publication contains an 
account of the successful treatment of 
three cases with it, in Wolfler’s clinic. 
One or two grammes were administered 
each day, and recovery followed in 
from one and a half to six months. 
Fistule and abscesses were incised 
when necessary, the drug being con- 
tinued meantime. The writer advises 
the continuance of the remedy for 
some time after the fungus has appar- 
ently disappeared, that it may be 
eradicated to a certainty, new growths 
being liable to spring up when this 
precaution is not observed. 

The Puystcians or Norra Caro.ina 
are taxed ten dollars per year per 
capita for the privilege of practicing 
medicine in that State. The Charlotte 
Medical Jonrnal is protesting vigorously 
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against what seems an unjust discrim- 
ination against a humane and worthy 
portion of the community. | 

ANENT THE Busonic Piaaue,the Amer- 
wan Medico-Surgical Bulletin remarks 
that it is only those who are in close 
contact with the disease who are liable 
to contract it—those who fondle affect- 
ed ones, such as parents, children, 
lovers, etc. The physician can come 
and go with impunity, the deduction 
thus being drawn thatit is not a highly 
contagious affection. Long association 
with filth seems to be necessary for its 
development and perpetuation, though 
it has spread into rural districts and 
mountainous regions. The writer re- 


ferred to asserts that Europe was in a 


deplorable state of filth when it was so 
sorely harassed during the seventeenth 
century. ‘The poor were huddled to- 
gether in houses with single rooms, 
and the bare earth constituted their 
floors. They had no closets, and 
attended to the wants of nature in 
their living appartments,merely coyer- 
ing up the filth with straw. They 
stood, sat, and slept upon this straw.

Soldiers were sometimes sent to clean 
their floors for the sake of the nitro- 
genized filth from which they extracted 
nitrates to be used in the manufacture 
of gunpowder. Such were the horrid 
conditions which gave rise to the fierce 
attacks of black plague.” 

PROTO-NUCLEIN SPECIAL is @ prepara- 
tion put up by Reed & Carnrick which 
is highly lauded as a local application 
in the treatment of chancroids, open 
carbuncles, old burns, and _ other 
stubborn forms of ulceration. That 
obstinate form of ulceration, chan. 
croids, is said to be happily influenced 
by it. 

A NEW SUTURE MATERIAL has recently 
been discovered in the parietal peri- 
toneum of the horse and ox. This is 
dissected off, cut into narrow strips 
and twisted, after which it is dried, 
and then sterilized in a 2-per cent 
alcoholic solution of corrosive subli- 
mate. It is said to be fully equal to 
catgut so far as strength and durability 
are concerned, and is easily sterilized 
and readily absorbed.

An Open Letter to Brother Cooper of the Gleaner. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, March 4, 1897. 

Dear Doctor:—I have read your 
editorial “As To Eclecticism”(February 
Gleaner) with pleasure, not because of 
the treatment socially and profession- 
ally accorded you by your townsman, 
Dr. Davis, but because you fully 


realize avd publish the fact that 


“KEelecticism and Allopathy will not 
mix.”’ 

For years I have contended for this 
acknowledgement on the pait of LKc- 
lectics, and have done my best to con- 
stantly keep before my friends that 
they should not undertake the useless 


and thankless task of trying to find a 
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common ground for the bastard mix- 
ture of Kclecticism and Allopathy. 
But my efforts have availed little, and 
the mixers have tried to meet at the 
point of ‘‘medical examiving boards,” 
and have,in nearly every case, suc- 
ceeded in killing off more Eclectics in 
one year than can be educated in ten 
years. 

Here in Utah since a boneless Ec- 
lectic sits asa member on the examin- 
ing board, composed of four Allopaths, 
two Homeopaths and one Eclectic, 
only one of our school has come into 
the State to practice, regardless of the 
fact that there are many good locations 
for Kclectic practitioners. This city 
is a good place for one or more. 

Many write me asking about the 
law, and when they learn that they 
must be examined by an Allopathic 
board, the conclusion arrived at is 
that they want nothing of it. 

I speak of the supposed-to-be Eclec- 
tic on Utah’s board because he favors 
the schools being represented as at 
present, while those of us who tre 
Eclectics are demanding a board of 
two Eclectics, two Homeopaths and 
three Allopaths. Such a board would 
have the appearance of American fair- 
ness. 3

CONDUCTED BY PROF. CORNWALL. 


When I began this Journal depart- 
ment, I gave the privilege and invited 
all subscribers to reportsto me cases 
on which they wished information. 
As yet no one has availed himself of 
the opportunity. I remember the time 
when I used to send a V with each re- 
quest for information, to my former 
professors, and had I had such a one 
as I have offered I should have consid- 
ered it a great favor. Is it possible 
that the graduates of this department 
of the college have been taught so well 
that they need no advice? May be it 
is carelessness. Wake up! Report 
any kind of case in which a doubt ex- 
ists in your mind regarding any feat- 
ure of it. 

Apropos of this, if impossible to get 
inquiries from others I shall make some 
myself. There is great need of ad- 
vancement in the therapeutics of the 
eye. Reference is made more particu- 
larly to the adaptation of our eclectic 
materia medica to the treatment of eye 
diseases. Homeopaths have done much 
in this line and in their hands it is 
hoped much good is done. So far, I 
have not been able to do much with 
potencies. Itis to the vegetable rem- 
edies that we are to look for advances 
in this line. Gelsemium and rhus are 
about the only drugs of this class of 
which J can make use. The former I 
can use satisfactorily very frequently 
and occasionaly the latter. Those who 
know the indications for rhus could 


use it better, If we had remedies 
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EYE, EAR, NOSE AND THROAT 


whose specific affinities were for the 
eyes as distinctly as the haws 
and the cohoshes are for the female 
reproductive organs, or the saw pal- 
metto for the male reproductive organs’ 
we would be advancing rapidly on our 
regular brethren. Hyperesthesia of 
the retina with reflex spasm of the or- 
bicularis palpebrarum is a very com- 
mon condition. Errors of refraction 
and muscular anomalies are thought to 
be the cause of almost all cases of this 
kind but really there are a great num- 
ber in which such a tracing is impossi- 
ble; and even when such seems the 
case the retinal hyperesthesia and re- 
sulting lid spasm often continue after 
proper corrections have been made. 
The eyes in our advanced civilization 
are very much overworked organs and 
require the greatest care to keep them 
in condition for use. Spectacles and 
muscle corrections will not do every- 
thing. Staphasagria is the reputed 
homeopathic remedy for hyperesthesia 
of the retina and the accompanying 
ills but after prolonged trial can re- 
port nothing favorable. Can any one 
report a remedy for this condition ? 
Hot waTeR poucHe in the external 
auditory canal has Leen a standard 
treatment for acute otitis for many 
years. Vertigo is often caused by 
this procedure when a syringe or 
douche is used by which considerable 
force is had. A better methou is to have 
the patient lie in a comfortable posi- 
tion and witha pipette fill and withdraw 
the water so as to preserve the requir- 
ed heat. The application should con- 


tinue from quarter to half hour and 
the water be as hot as can be borne. 
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This gentleness is most essential in in- 
fants and children. 

A CASE OF PARALYSIS OF EXTERNAL REC- 
TUS FULLOWED FOUR WEEKS LATER BY MOTOR 
OCULI PARALYSIS. Mrs 8. aet 43 while in 
a fair condition of health,had a stroke of 
paralysis of the fourth or abducens 
nerve. Two weeks after the occur- 
ence, presented herself for treatment. 
Ascribed the cause to be from basal 
congestion from theclimacterium. Pre- 
scribed galvanism with nux and some 
alimentary correctives. After two 
weeks of this treatment (four weeks 
from time of attack of abductor paraly- 
sis) the lady had an attack of complete 
motor oculi paralysis. This left the ac- 
tion of the superior oblique alone turn- 
ing the eye very slightly outward and 
downward. Very slight movement was 
perceptible under the most forced vol- 
untary effort. 
somewhat uncertain regarding the 
etiology and pathology of the case and 
had Prof. Gere make an examination 
and give his opinion. He was unable 
to come to a definite conclusion but 
thought there was an inflammatory 


At this stage I became 


state of the meninyes in the temporal - 


region compared to the paralyzed eye. 
There were rectal and uterine affec- 
tions which he treated and relieved, 
but neither he nor I were satisfied that 
these affections figured as a cause. 
From this on the treatment was 
galvanism with iodides, etc. 

At the present writing the abductor 
paralysis is well, and has been for 
several weeks, and the motor oculi 
paralysis is nearly well, The _ pros- 
pects seem very favorable that the re- 
covery will be complete. It has been 
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twelve weeks, now, since the first 
attack. We leave the reader to con- 
jecture regarding the etiology, path- 
ology, and the part the treatment 
played toward bringing about recovery. 

Remarks. In my practice, paralysis 
or paresis of the ocular muscles and 
also of the optic nerve, occur very fre- 
quently during the climacteric term in 
women. This has impressed me that 
basal vascular congestion often fig- 
ures in the pathology of paralysis of 
nerves having their origin in this part 
of the brain. The duty of the practi- 
tioner, it would seem, would be to 
have such patients lead a quiet life 
and be placed under constitutional 
treatment that would have a _ tonic 
influence on this function so as to 
avert further attacks. Mental worry, 
fretting or the indulgence in anger 
are apt to be provocative of these 
busal congestions in those predisposed 
to them.

OPIUM POISONING. 


Dr. William Ovid Moor recently read 
a paper before the Academy of Medi- 
cine, upon “The Permanganate Treat- 
ment of Opium Poisoning.” Most of 
his experiments had been upon him- 
self. Permanganate would select mor- 
phine among the albuminous matter, 
and would not affect other alkaloids, 
such as atropine. He had begun with 


one-sixth grain sulphate morphine, and 


had on one occasion taken two grains 
of the latter, four hours after dinner, 
and followed it with three grains of the 
antidote; at another time he had taken, 
two hours after breakfast, five grains of 
morphine, and in a few minutes eight 
grains of the antidote, in water. That 
was in January, 96. There was no 
effect from the morphine, he said, 
while had even one-eighth of a grain of 
it been absorbed by his system he 
would have felt it immediately, as he is 
extremely sensitive to even the smallest 
dose. Hypoderwic injections of per- 
manganate acted physiologically and 
should be of benefit in all cases of nar- 
cosis. He could point to ninety or a 
hundred cases where the antidote had 
been effective. Other physicians testify 
to the good resulting from its use, and 
recommend that it be carried by all 
ambulance surgeons,

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Skiagraphy in Medicine. 


Though the X-ray has proven an 
efficient aid in the diagnosis of certain 
forms of bone surgery and in the loca- 
tion of foreign bodies of extreme den- 
sity such as metals, glass, stones, etc., 
it has fallen far short of accomplishing 
what has been predicted for it, and in 
medicine it is doubtful that it has 
really added anything to our means of 
determining conditions of disease. Its 
practival scope seems to he in the 
delineation of skeletal outlines, the 
density of bone serving to cast a 
darker shadow than the soft tissues, 
and fractures, dislocations, distortions 
of bony structure, bony tumors, osseous 
inflammation, tuberculosis of bone, the 
osseous changes of rhachitis, etc., may 


be more or less distinctly depicted. 

But when the soft parts are consid- 
ered there is lacking that marked 
difference in structure which enables 
one organ to stand out in bold relief 
beside its surroundings, and, though 
some organs may be more distinct 
than others the distinction is so slight | 


and the shadows so indistinct that 


they are only suggestions of what care- 
ful physical examination would fully 
as well determine. 

In the examination of the thoracic 
contents with the fluoroscope or skia- 
graph the heart is most distinct, owing 
to its density and the large amount of 
blood massed there, while the lungs 
being light and containing air throw 
but a faint shadow, distinguishing 
them from the heart, pleura, and dia- 
phragm, but merely faint outlines are 
thus afforded, and little suggesting 
pathological conditions. Pulmonary 
consolidations, tumors containing much 
blood,and pleural effusions cast slightly 
darker shadows, but only the enthusi- 
astic friends of skiagraphy will claim 
that it offers any advantage over old 
and well-established methods of phys- 
ical diagnosis. 

The dream of enthusiasts that we 
should.soon be enabled to employ the 
fluoroscope with success in observing 
the blood course through the capillar- 
ies, detect pathological changes as 
they are wrought, observe the thera- 
peutic influence of various drugs as 
they bring about their changes, thus 
lifting the veil behind which therapeu- 
tists have vainly sought to peep for 
centuries, seems almost as far away as 
ever. 
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Early in the history of skiagraphy 
the belief that such foreign bodies as 
biliary and urinary calculi could be 
detected in situ in their place of forma- 
tion, and an important aid to positive 
diagnosis thus be acquired, tas gener- 
ally accepted. But time has proven 
that this is possible only in exceptional 
cases, and that failure to detect these 
calculi with the aid of the X-ray is no 
guarantee that they are not present. 

Like tuberculin, antitoxin, and other 
modern innovations, it is probable that 
skiagraphy will be of limited benefit 
to the medical profession, if it is re- 
ceived with conservatism and not run 
after to the neglect of more important 
measures. Introduced by the domi- 
nant school, it is made a fad of as 
usual, and the study of an effective 
materia medica lost sight of in chasing 
something of really little practical 
worth. Our Allopathic brethern too 
often neglect the practical for the 
ultra-scientific. Hclectics can afford 
to watch and wait for the useful in 
skiagraphy, while they develop their 


own already fruitful materia medica.

Medical Practice Act. — 


A bill with the above title is now 
before the Illinois legislature, in which, 
to promote “higher medical education,” 
it is decreed that a State Examining 
Board of nine be appointed and that 
they be empowered to examine . appli- 
cants for license to practice. 

Wm. C. Brinkerhoff, M. D., in the 
Chicago Tribune, seems to think that 
the cart is being placed before the 


horse, as will be seen from the follow- 


ing: ‘He of the medical profession 
who has today a small sum of ready 
money can exchange it tomorrow for 
stock in a medical college, and the 
next day can appear before the class 
in the robes of professordom. No 
qualifications are exacted of the aspir- 
ant for the professional toga. No 
legislation is demanded to make him 
competent, but it is proposed to re- 
quire each graduate who has attended 
lectures under this professor to pass a 
rigid examination by a medical examin- 
ing board of nine members. This is 
not to be wondered at when the pro- 
fessor who teaches is not required to 
show even the credentials that a 
teacher in our public schools must 
possess. The law, if passed, will stand 
asa stigma upon what ought to be 
our most intellectual schools. If we 
have legislation for higher medical 
education it should be so directed as 
to apply to the teachers of medicine, 
for they are the educators. Those 
who are or who desire to become pro- 
fessors should be required to pass a 
rigid medical examination. Their qual- 
ifications to teach should be no less 
thoroughly tested than are the qualifi- 
cations of the teachers in our public 
schools. After examination the aspi- 


rant for professional honors should be © 


entitled to a teacher’s certificate entitl- 


ing him to teach for a term of years, 


as determined by the result of his ex- 
aminations. Establish the medical 
professorships upon the basis of 
“higher medical education,” then let 
the diplomas they grant be prima 
facie evidence of competency on the 


part of the graduate, and there will be 
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no necessity for an examining board of 
nine members when we already have 
a State Board of Health that has ex- 
amining powers,”

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MEW MEDIOAL LAW. 
Appointment ofthe Board. 


Seo. 4.—‘‘Within thirty days after 
this law goes into effect it shall be the 
duty of the Govenor of the State of 
Indiana to appoint a State Board of 
Medical Registration end Examination, 
composed of five (5) members, who 
shall serve, two for one year, one for 
two years, one for three years, and 
one for four years, and their successors 
for a term of four years each. No 
school or system of medicine shall have 
a majority representation on such 
Board. Said Board shall be nonpar- 
tisan, and not more than three shall 
be members of any one political party. 
The Governor shall select members of 
said Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination from reputable physicians 
in this State who are graduates of any 
college of medicine of good repute: 
Provided, That no professor or teacher 
in a medical college shall be appointed 
as a member of said Board: Provided, 
further, That each of the four schools 
or systems of medicine having the lar- 
gest numerical representation in the 
State shall have at least one represen- 
tative on said Board. Sbould a vaeancy 
occur in said Board by death, resigna- 
tion, removal or otherwise, then it shall 
be the duty of the Governor to fill the 
vacancy from the school or system en- 
titled to representation by virtue of 
such vacancy. The Governor shall 
have the power to remove any member 
of said board for incompetency, gross 
immorality, for any abuse of his official 


power, or for other good cause, and 


may fill any vacancy thus occasioned 


by appointment. Any person appoint- 
«d to fill any vacancy on such Board, 
whether oceasioned by death, resigna- 
tion, removal, or otherwise, shall hold 
for the unexpired term of the member 
whose place he is appointed to fill.”

Therapeutic 
How To Treat a Cough | 


In an able article under the above head- 
ing in the New York Medical Journal, Edwin 
Geer, M. D., Physician in Charge of the 
City Hospital Dispensary; also Physician 
in Chief, Outdoor Department, Maryland 
Maternité Hospital, Baltimore, writes :— 


‘The object of this brief paper is not to 
try to teach my colleagues how to treat a 
cough, but simply to state how I do it, what 
good results I get, and to call their attention 
to those lighter affections of the throat and 
chest the principal symptom of which is an 
annoying cough, for which alone we are 
often consulted. The patient may fear an 
approaching pneumonia, or be anxious be- 
cause of a bad family history, or the cough 
may cause loss of sleep and detention from 
business. What shall we do for these 
coughs? It has been my custom for some 
time to treat each of the conditions after 
this general plan: If constipation is pres- 
ent, which is generally the case, I find that 
small doses of calomel and soda open the 
bowels freely, and if they do not, 1 follow 
them with a saline purgative; then I give 
the following: y

Substitution 


TO A SCIRNGCE. 


Physicians as well as druggists have their preferences, and when founded 
on a thorough knowledge of the character and quality of the article ordered or 
prescribed, are usually strenuous to obtain what they want. 


The jobbing druggist, or physicians’ supply house, should be a distribu- 
tor only. Any attempt to step out of this special sphere of his business and 
dictate to the customer should be resented as an infringement upon the right 
to every purchaser to get what he orders. 


Substitution, as practiced in the past, has in some cases been forced 
upon the seller. Distance from source of supply, limited and irregular de- 
mand, and uncertainty as to the wants of the customer, especially in respect to 
new remedies, have all contributed to make substitution a possibility without 
violating the confidence of the purchaser. 


Substitution, in these latter days, has been reduced to a science. 


No better illustration could be given than by referring to a circular 
issued by a physicians’ supply house, which has no doubt been seen and com- 
mented upon by many of our friends. This special house accompanies invoices 
with a circular letter in which is provided a regular space headed *‘‘ Substitu- 
tions,” and following this is an explanation from which we quote: 


‘‘We always try to accommodate our customers by pur- 
chasing the article outside if possible; when that is not 
possible and in our judgment our customers will be better 
served by substituting the nearest article we have, rather 
than delay the order, we do so.”’ 


This states in effect, that the stock kept on hand by these parties is made 
up to suit themselves, both as to convenience and profit derived from the sale 
of any special lines of manufacture. Under this wonderful declaration of pol- 
icy, it is not necessary for them to carry the prepar ations must in demand, for 
the right is assumed to substitute wherever in their judgment they think it best 
to do so. The medical profession cannot run the risk of such methods. Prep- 
arations ordered from a house declaring such a policy cannot be obtained with 
certainty, for the wish of the customer is secondary to the financial interest of 
the jobber. 
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The Merrell Company contend as an unalterable principle of business, 
that no jobber or physicians’ supply house, or indeed anyone selling medicinal 


preparations of whatever kind, has the least right to disregard the wishes of 
the physician. 


It is not a sufficient defense in ethics or law that the article sent asa 
substitute is ‘‘just as good,” “same formula,” “cheaper,” “the same thing,” 
or indeed better than the article ordered. Neither is it sufficient to say that 


“articles when so substituted can, if not satisfactory, be returned” at the 
expense of the sender. 


A physician orders a special preparation because he wants it. His judg- 
ment is based upon experience in its use. It may possibly have been ordered 


to meet an emergency, in which his professional reputation and it may be the 
life of his patient are both at stake. 


An era of cheap goods is upon us. 


It remains for the physician to say whether he will risk professional suc- 
cess by catering to the demands for cheap prices regardless of quality. 


ORIGINAL safeguard. 


Physicians should be guarded in their purchase of Fiuip Exrracts in 
small packages, filled out by druggists from bulk stock.

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LINEN VERSUS WOOL. 


The defect of wool in the power of quickly absorbing and elimi- 
nating moisture is a serious one, and if properly understood would 
do away with its' use for underclothing, A woolen undergarment, 


when first put on the dry body, will impart to the same a feeling of | 


warmth and comfort, which will continue as long as the evaneeiien 
of the skin is not in excess of the ability of the wool to absorb and 
eliminate the moisture. However, if im comsequence of impaired 
radiation of heat, as in summer time, or a greater production of 
heat as by physical exertion, evaporation should be increased, 
wool will no longer be able to absorb the moisture as fast as excreted 
from the skin, nor will it be able to part with all it may absorb, hence 
the skin and the air surrounding it, as well as the garment itself, will 
be moist, and further evaporation will be greatly interfered with. 
The feeling of oppression which the body experiences under such 


conditions, and which is due to the retention ia heat, those who wear 


wool next to the skin are best qualified to describe, 


Moisture and velocity of air augment the conduction of heat, If 
the wet body should under the above conditions be exposed to a 


draught, a rapid abstraction of heat would at once take place, which 


would chill the body and which usually results inacold, It isa 
matter of daily eiiiieelinn that all those who wear wool next to the 


skin are very prone to contract colds,
